I desire rst todwellon questions 
relative to the enforcement of the 
several Treaties of Peace, The 
German, Austrian and Bulgarian 
Treaties have al) been in force for 
some time now. Diplomatic re 
presentatives have recently been 


appointed to Germany and Aus-| 


tria. In resuming normal re- 
Intions with these countries, we 
are making efforta in concert with 
the Allied Governments for the 
eufortement of the Peace Treaty. 
Amotg countries which have come 
into existence a3 a result of the 
great war, and to which we did 
not hitherto send any diplomatic 
agents we Nave decided to estab 
lish legations in Poland, the 
Greece Minister having recentiy 
bean appointed to Poland. It be- 
ing Considered necessary also to 
have representatives in Czecho 
Slovachia and Rumania, expendi- 
tures needed for that purpose hare 
heen inserted in the Budget row 
submitted to you. 

Os July 10th, 1920, when the 
German Treaty took effect, the 
League had a membership 
of forty-seven States, represent- 
ing three-fourths of the world’s 
population, Now that Austria 
and Bulgaria have been admitred 
into the League, eves if we tem- 
porarily abandon the hope of 
Ru which is still in a chaatic 
condition, coming in, it ia sincere 
ly to be hoped that Germany, if 
her willingness to falfil interna- 
tional obligations. especially those 
entailed by the Peace Treaty, is 
generally recognised, may before 
long be given admittance likewise.

It is to be expected, there- 
fore, that the League should still 
leave something to be desired, 
both in organization and working, 
and that each one of the member 
states may be dissatisfied in one 
respect or another. It is indeed 
inevitable that an international 
undertaking of the magnitude of 
the League of Nations should fail 
to attain perfection in a single 
day, but all nations of the world 


{should feel it jointly incombent 


upon them to see to the fatare 
development and eventual perfect- 
Ing of the League. The functions 
of the League are performed by 
a, Council, Assembly, Secretariat 
and various expert commissions. 
The Council’ met eleven times in 
the course of last year at Paris, 
London, Rome, Sam Sebastian, 
Brussela and Geneva.

SKIPPER'S CLAIM. 


Allesed Wrongful 
- Dismissal. | 


An intersting suit was heard 
yeatatday in the Summary Court, 
before His Honour Mr. Justice 
JT. R Wood in which Captain 
PLP. Robertson claimed from tha 
owners of tha as. Haitan $1440 
for three monthal [salary at the 
rate of $450.a month, in lieu of 
nolice, dua to him as damages in 
respect of his wrongful dismissal 
on November tth Isat as master 
ofthe s.s. Haitan. The plaintiff 
waived tha sum of §H0 to bring 
the action within the Summary 
jurisdiction of the Court. He, 
therefore. in raality claimed $1,000 
and coats of the action. : 

Mr. W. B. Hind represented the 
plaintiff? and Mr. D. J. Lewis the 
defendants. 

Captain Roberzsan said that he 
was engaged by Messrs, Snow: 
man and Co, as agents of tha 
defendants, a3 master of tha s. 3. 
Haitan in April, 1920. He 
proceeded to Singapore to join 
the ship. His wages amounted to 
$190. He was dismisied in Hong: 
kong on November 4th Isat with: 
out notice. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lewis, 
he said that this waa not his rst 
command. 

Ltake it thas yau fealisa your 
responsibilities, being eight or 
ning years ‘a master? 

es. 

[take it that you are pariectly 
acquainted with Form "5." Here 
we have in the log book forthe 
information of captainsacnd ship 
masters asuromary of the laws. 
—I have never seen this be- 
fore. , 

The first note on this reads 38 
follaws -—"* AL! official logs must 
te properly kep:. The import 
ance of keeping. this book pro- 
perly and rmsking all the entries 
in proper time canao: be 
too strongly impressed on ship- 
masters.”

shall produce it to an officer 
whenever xequired, and if he 
fails to do so shall be liable to 3 
penalty of £20. You sre ac- 
qaainted with that 1—Yes. 

During the time you were 
master of the Haitan yot left 
twenty tovthirty ports, while in the 
log book there are only three en- 
tries ?—If I may explain, the 
officisl log book is filled in by the 
Chief Officer.
